Expected to be Close Contest

EDMONTON.—With campaign- 
ers on both sides in full cry as 
this week opened, there still was 
no sign of any great interest fn 
the Athabasca provincial bye- 
election, which is scheduled for 
next Monday. 

The Government's candidate is 
C. H. Tade, who won the seat in 
the province-wide Social Credit 
landslide in 1935 and then re- 
signed to give the seat to the late 
Charles C. Ross, appointed to the 


cabinet. Opposing him is Rayner 
Whiteley, Liberal. Non-partisan 
observers in Edmonton believe 


that the fight will be close. 


Premier William Aberhart’s an- 
nouncement of the “cancellation” 
of $3,821,000 of agricultural debts 
owing to the Government since 
1917-22 was régarded here as a 
straight bid for support in Atha- 
baska, but otherwise unimpor- 
tant. Those debts were written 
off long ago for all practical 
purposes, inasmuch as many of 
the debtors had died and many 
more had abandoned their farms. 

Surprising Statement 

G. L. MacLachlan, chairman of 
the Social Credit Board, last week 
made a public statement which 
was surprising for its candor in 
view of the attitude which the 
Government has adopted towards 
debts owing to private creditors. 


He said that although there is 
$17,000,000 owing in tax arrears, 
the Government does not consid- 
er it necessary or beneficial to 
wipe ‘out these arrears. 


“That wotld leave no assets,” 
he said. “The people do not want 
to avoid their debts; they want 
to be shown how they can pay. 
To wipe out the debt would work 
a hardship on the people who 
have invested.” 


Mr. MacLachlan made that 
statement during a plea for sup- 
port of the “treasury branches” 
which the Government has set up 
to operate, in effect, as private 
banks. He said that he was un- 
able to promise that the bonus to 
purchasers of Alberta-made goods 
would be the three per cent that 
has been talked about. He indi- 
cated that the Government is still 
looking for some way to get the 
money to pay the bonuses, but he 
was quite sure that new taxes 
would not be levied to meet them, 
A compilation of figures, mean- 
while, showed that only about 
four per cent of merchants in the 
chief centres of the province 
have agreed to handle the treas- 
ury branch cheques or vouchers, 
The treasury branch idea seems 
to be dead already, despite the 
banks’ offer of co-operation.

This has been 
due, perhaps, to the fact that music has now a 
definite place on the High School program, nec- 
essitating preparatory work in the Public School; 
and to the addition of teachers on the staff who 
are especially interested in this subject. The 
School Board, following its policy of giving La- 
combé youth the advantages of city school edu- 
cation, co-operated heartily with the staff in its 
efforts to make our students music conscious, and 
two years 2go bought the school a gramaphone 
and a very fine library of records for the purpose 
of teaching music appreciation. About a year 
later, W. N. Morrison presented the school with 
a radio. This instrument is particularly valuable 
in bringing world broadcasts to students. During 
the recent European crisis, rural students who 
had to remain at school during the noon hour 
were able to hear Hitler’s broadcast. 

This year, Lacombe school staff was aug- 
mented by two more musicians: Miss Mary Smith, 
A.T.C.M., L.A.R.M., in the Intermediate School, 
and Miss Vera Hoe, an accomplished pianist and 
experienced Festival worker, in the Public School. 
The other two new members of the staff are also 
musically-minded. 

Unfortunately for the music classe’, the 
auditorium is in constant use by the Commercial 
classes. The piano is in the hall and the two 
upper Public School rooms push the instrument 
into their rooms as needed. Other rooms must 
meet in the hall to get the use of the piano. This 
is distracting, both for pupils in the class and all 
others on the top floor. 

A-second piano is badly needed for the Public 
School. As Miss Pratt’s room dismisses half an 
hour earlier than the other rooms, it could be kept 
in her. room and music classes held from 11:30 to 
12:00 a.m. and 3:30 to 4:00 p.m., without distur- 
bance to others. 

Members of the Lacombe school staff are 
endeavoring to raise funds to provide this new 
piano. They need, and should get, the whole- 
hearted support of every Lacombe citizen.

This lady, in giving her views, lauded the: 


health facilities in Germany, suggesting, and giv- 
ing a supposed incident, to ‘show that in England, 
unless blest with monéy, one could not get medi- 
cal care and hospitalization. This is so far from 
the facts as to be almost laughable. England led 
the worM with State Health Insurance; domestic 
servant, civil servant, laborer and clerk all had 
their little card on which they stuck some stamps 
every week, the employer doing the same, accord- 
ing to salary and occupation, the State also mak- 
ing its contribution. When sickness or accident 
overtakes any one of these insured persons, the 
best of medical care is theirs by right. I could 
give the name of a man who was a minor clerk, 
yet had the King’s Surgéon to perform a compli- 
cated operation on his brain, simply by virtue of 
his State Health Insurance, and that luck placed 
him in the hospital where this surgeon gave his 
services. 


Next, the lady told of the plight of the Welsh 
miners, and told how Germans, however, could 
run a mine there with profit. What she omit- 
ted to say, was, that England lost her coal market 
in Germany-during the war. Mines could not be 
run profitably without a German market, so, 
mines deteriorated, and Germany took advantage 
of England’s embarrassment and bought mining 
interests cheaply and shipped coal to Germany, 
although refusing to buy British-mined coal— 
Slick! No one deplores the lot of the Welsh miner 
more than I do, but to make capital of it, to the 
detriment of England, is not “cricket”! 

Yes, there are thousands and thousands of 
unemployed in England, but there is a very com- 
prehensive system of unemployment benefit, and 
there is no reason why anyone should starve. 
Lack of applying correctly or of registering, has 
been usually shown to be the cause in cases of 
acute poverty in England. 

This lady. gave an instance of a Jewish medi- 
cal student getting a job, and suggesting that there 
were Gentile medical students who could not get 
jobs in England. Well, a Jew is a human being, 
and IT only shows that the Sons of Judah look 
after their own; it is to the discredit of Gentiles 
that assistance is not forthcoming for THEIR 
SONS and daughters if needed. Still, doctors unem- 
ployed in England seems to make no sense, as the 
hospitals are always saying that they are under- 
staffed. 

The only thing that this lady appears to de- 
in Germany is the lack of freedom of 
speech. After hearing this broadcast, I wondered 
if freedom of speech is all that it is cracked up 
to be, if it allows stuff like this to come over the 
air. 

There are so many thousands of Nazi agents 
all over the world that it is a pity that misstate- 
ments of this ilk can'be broadcast over a British 
station. 

This lady stated very emphatically that all 
the Sudeten Germans were yery desirous of re- 
turning to German domination; I wonder if she 
just saw and heard what she wanted, and what 
she was intended, to see and hear? It does not 
tally with reports from official sources on the 
subject. A very large percentage of ‘this popula- 
tion were aghast at the prospect of severing all 
Czech connections. 

Her answers to the question, “Where does 
Hitler get the money from?” were illuminating; 
shades of Social Credit! Money in the savings 
banks is used by the State, and the conclusion 
to be drawn is that Germany depends solely on 
force for obtaining money. 

I do not think that free-born Britons admire 
the regimentative regime of Fascism, and I can 
see no good object to be attained by allowing such 
misrepresentations of facts to be broadcast. That 
it was just one woman’s ideas, I realize, but the 
Editor gave her such a strong “build-up” that 
many will accept and swallow that broadcast 
whole; it is very apt to give them indigestion, I 
think! How can decent people laud a nation that 
treats human beings the way that Germany does? 
It has just come over the radio that many thou- 
sands of German Jews have been driven over the 
borders with only about $4 apiece to their names. 
God in his Heaven must look down and weep to 
see that creatures “made in-His image” can do this 
to His people. 

The lady interviewed did not mention what 
Germany was doing to the Jewish children not 
yet driven out. They are compelled to sit by 
themselves, not near any “Aryan” child, thereby 
creating a little Ghetto in every schoolroom. No 
free books are allowed them, and as the oppor- 
tunities for Jews to earn money are strictly limit- 


ed in Nazi Germany, they are severely handi- 
capped. Perhaps the lady thinks this is a right 
spirit to show to little children, of whom Christ 


said, “Suffer little children to come unto me, for 
of such is the Kingdom of Heaven.” 

My space is about done, but I would like to 
end with this thought, that it behooves all decent 
and patriotic Canadians to examine such inter- 
views closely, and not swallow everything that 
comes over the air, hook, line and sinker, even if 
a skilful “build-up” gives it all the appearance of 
truth. 

“I still believe there will be no war.”—A.

Strung together, these staccato 
answers tell an interesting story 
to a country just recovering its 
nerves after being dragged back 
from the brink of a war chasm. 


Canada’s militia was being 
“crucified”, . Canada‘s defences 
were being “starved.” © Canada 
was unable to carry out an ade- 
quate armament program on a 
government ownership basis be- 
cause she had not the funds to 
spend. 


This was the picture that Hon. 
Ian. Mackenzie, Minister of Na- 
tion®t Defence, presented. As 
evidence in the Royal Commission 
Inquiry it was relevant enough to 
the case in point, the Canadian 
government contract 
machine guns. with the John In- 
glis Co, But it was more than 
evidence, Those close to govern- 
ment circles are convinced that 
Mr. Mackenzie’s message ‘was 
carefully prepared with the 
double purpose of prodding 
Canadian public opinion and re- 
assuring War Office officials in 
London, England, of the Cana- 
dian government’s stand on the 
Imperial defence program. 

The Bren gun contract is be-' 
lieved to be only one small item 
in a carefully laid plan for 
Anglo-Canadian co-ordination. of 
armament resources.- There has 
been evidence to indicate that the 
British government was anxious 
to have the Canadian government 
set up its own arsenal for the 
manufacture of these machine 
guns. But Mr. Mackenzie told the 
Inquiry .that that would have 
been impossible on ‘the money 
that Parliament had voted for 
defence purposes. If faults are 
found in the present contract for 
private manufacture, those faults 
will be reflected in the similar 
contract signed with the British 
War Office. 

This fact is ‘understood to have 
given the Canadian cabinet not a 
few worrying moments in the 
past few weeks. ‘There is a fear 
lurking in the back of official 
minds that if the Inglis contract 
does not stand the light of 4 
Royal Commission spotlight, it 
may have a far reaching effect 
on. the future of the Anglo-Cana- 
dian program. 

Increase in Estimates 

Whatever the tenor of the re- 
port which Commissioner. J. J 
Davis presents as the result of 
the probe there are indications 
that one result of the Inquiry 
will be a substantial increase in 
Defence estimates. 

One purpose behind the in- 
creasing estimates, it is under- 
stood, is a comprehensive plan 
for the building up of Canada’s 
air force and air defences in co- 
operation with’ the British gov- 
ernment. A scheme for training 
of pilots is now under considera- 
tion; which will be related to the 
British system, already operat- 
ing. Plans for manufacture of 
war planes, initiated last year 
with ‘the visit of the British Air 
Mission, are progressing. 

In addition to the air defences 
a program of overhauling the 
Canadian militia and the Cana-

AUCKLAND, New Zealand. — 
The amazing growth of the elec- 
trical industry in New Zealand 
—current being now available to 
93.3 per cent of the population— 
was described recently by H. G. 
Kemp, President of the Electric 
Supply Authority Engineers’ 
Association. 

In 1920 electricity was avail- 
able to only 43 per cent of the 
population. Since then the num- 
ber of consumers has risen from 
58,500 to 388,600. The cost to the 
consumer at the same time has 
been greatly reduced. In 1920 the 
average cost to the consumer per 
unit was 3.15 pence; last year it 
was only 1.81 pence. The capi- 
tal Yoad decreases as use in- 
creases. The basis of the indus- 
try is water power, which New 
Zealand possesses in abundance.
